‘Hear about the bits and pieces in 
the big pan now simmering (bubble 
»..b.u.b.b.1.e) on the stove. 

A cupful of red beans (dried); an 
onion, chopped; a potato, diced; a 
carrot, chopped; a couple of sticks 
of celery, likewise; a clove of garlic, 
finely chopped; a little fresh sage, 
well chopped (or a sprinkle from a 
herb bottle); about 3 oz. of tomato 
paste; a half a cupful of rice;.a little 
spaghetti, broken up; about a quar- 
‘ter of a pound of smoked pork, cut 
into small cubes. Salt and-pepper to 
-taste. Freshly-ground black pepper. 
corns, preferably. 

The beans, first. We soak them in 
.water overnight and cook them 
gently until tender. . 

The pork. We got one of those 
smoked hocks and had Len put the 








bandsaw through it, simimered until 
tender, stripped ‘off the ‘meat and 
chopped it. a 

Then into.a big, pan three, or 
more pints of water, two.or three 
beef or chicken cubes =” and all 
that chopped stuff. .
